17th. 


Farcical Proceedings at St. Joe—The 
| Scene in Court. ' 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

St. JOSEPH, Mo., April 17.—An indictment 
for murder in the first degree 
was returned to-day against Charles 
and Robert Ford by the grand jury of 
Buchanan county. The priseners were brought 
into court at 1:30 0’clock, and when the in- 
dictment was read to them they pleaded 
guilty and were sentenced to be hanged on the 
19th of May. The quick work of the court was 
a surprise to the large audience and spec- 
tators. 

During the delivery of the sentence Judge 
Sherman was much moved but the Ford 
boys were perfectly nenchalant, Robert actedin 
a dare-devil manner and laughed, while 
Charles on the contrary was very irritable 
and showed _nnmistakable signs of anger. 
Aiter théir return to the jail the boys 
talked freely. They are sure  Crit- 
tenden will pardon them, and have no 
fears on that score. They are indignant over 
the action of the St. Joseph authorities 
and are verymad. The whole proceedings 
occupied a brief period, and it was regarded 
by all concerned as a stupendous farce. 
There was littleof the impressiveness of 
a court of justice, and the idea of being sen- 
tenced to be hanged seemed to cause much 
mirth to the Ford boys. 

When fyour reporter called at the Jail after 
the Fords had been taken back he asked the 
boys how they felt. 

‘*Do you think you will hang?’’ said the re- 
porter. 

‘*Hang! Not worth a damn,’’ said Bop. 
‘‘Hang h—l!’’ said Charley. ‘‘We should 
smile. The Governor will attend to that 
part of the business; thatis in the contract.’’ 
‘*Contract—what contract?’’ queried the 
reporter. 


‘*Well, never mind that. I tell you the Gov- 
ernor will pardon us.’’ 


‘*Yes,’’ addea Bob, ‘‘it is black and white.’’ 
‘‘Do you mean to say that you 
have a written agreement with the Governor 
about your pardon?” 

‘‘Now, don’t you ask too much. I say we 
are all right. Orittenden can’t—daren’t—go, 
back onus. We know what we know.’’

WASHINGTON, D. €., April 17.—Secretary 
Hunt received a dispatch from Hoffman, 
Charge d’Affaires at St. Petersburg, under 
_date of March 81, enclosing a letter from Chief 
Engineer Melville, dated January 31 and 
written at a point on his way to the mouth of 
the Lena 333 miles beyond Yakutsk. Hoff- 
man stated: *‘The Governor of this post 
appears to have shown much good will in 
sending your orders of January 15 to Mel- 
ville, as an estafette had been ordered and 
paid for to Yakutsk only. The speed 
with which it went through is quite re- 
markable. Lieut. Danenhower telegraphs me 
under date January 28, from Krasmajarck 
about 4,600 versts from St. Petersburg. He 
may be expected here about April 20. Chief 
Engineer Melville, in the letter referred to, 
savs he has every reason to hope to find De 
Long and his people. 


Sergt. Mason’s Case. 

WASHINGTON, April 17.—The motion in 
the case of Sergt. Mason was called up in the 
U.S. Supreme Court this afternoon, and 
counsel for tbe Warden of the Albany Peni- 
tentiary stated that his client had not yet 
been placed in possessionof the papers in 
the case. The Chief Justice, with the assent 
ofthe attorney, then announced that the 


further hearing would be —post- 
poned, and the case would be placed 
at the end ofthe assigned cases. It will not 


be reached now before the end of the present 
term of court.

City of New Orleans Bonds. 

WASHINGTON, April 17.—The Supreme 
Court to-day decided that the four millions 
outstanding bonds of the city of New Or- 
leans known as the “Consolidated bonds of 
1852,’? are valid obligations against the city 
by the act of the Legislature of ’76 prohibiting 
the levy of a tax to pay them, 
(known as the premium bond act) 
was an act of repudiation which can- 


not be sustained; and al mandamus must 
issue commanding the city to levy a special 
tux to pay the interest, and ultimately the 
principal of these bonds, in accordance as 
nearly as may be with the provisions of the 
act of °52, under which they were issued.

GONE TO ST. JOE. 


Rumor that Craig and Timberlake Will 
be Indicted—The Hunters of Jesse. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS City, Mo., April 17.—Sheriff Tim- 
berlake was here yes¥erday. Last night he 
left for St. Joe, with Commissioners H. K 
Craig and Officers Ben Nugent 
and H. C. Nichols and Sergeant 
Charles Ditsch, to attend the Ford 
boys’ trial.. The officers mentioned have all 
been engaged for months pastin a bunt for 
Jesse James and were the only Kansas City 
men who were cognizant of the steps taken 
to effect his capture. Gov. Crittenden will 
meet them at St. Joe. Craig, Timverlake and 
Crittenden will probably be indicted to-day 
for complicity in the murder. 

Timberlake would not say what their plans 
were in such an event except: “‘‘We know 
what we will do. We will lay off our revolv- 
ers and go to jail like little menif they want 
us to. And then,jwell, you’ll see what will 
happen then.” 

Several of Timberluke’s deputies will meet 
him at St. Joe. It has been rumored that if 
the Ford boys are pardoned by the Governor 
the St. Joe people would lynch them. Craig 
and Timberlake sav they don’t anticipate any 
trouble of that kind, but in case it occurs 
they havea suflicient force to protect the 
boys. 

A crazy young man found wandering the 
streets last night and locked up here gives bis 
name as James Dereny and his home vari- 
ously as St. Louis, New York and Bridge- 
port, Conn. 


Weighing Grain.j 
Special te the Post-Dispatch. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 17.—The Board of 
Trade after call to-day discussed resolutions 
presented by the Commerce Committee pro- 
viding for appointmentof Wheigh inspectors 
at each elevator to check weights of Elevator 
weighmasters. Theelevator men opposed the 
resolutions on the ground that all elevators 


have competent men and try to weigh honest- 
ly and if any one wants to steal they can buy 
the Board of Trade weigh inspectors as 
easily as theirown. H. G. Latshaw arcued 
for the resolutions and J. O. Bradenbaugh, 
Webb, Withers, H. M. Kirkpatrick and B. 
C. Christopher opposed them hotly on the 
part of the elevators. Mr. Christopher offered 
an amendment thatinstead of weighmasters 
at each elevator certain official weighmasters 
be appointed to act when requested by the 
shippers or buyers, a fee of twenty-five cents 
to be charged for each weighing. Lost—17 
toll. The original resolution was carried by 
18 to 9, and provides for a committee of three 
to have general charge of the weights of grain 
and weighmasters to weigh grain in and out 
of allelevators. The Committee on Weights 
must be composed of those not directly inter- 
ested in the elevators. 


State Temperance Convention. 

HANNIBAL, MO., April 17.—A State Tem- 
perance Convention is to be held in this place 
April 25th, 26th, 27th and 28th. Gov. St. 
John, of Kansas, Hon. John B. Finch, of Ne- 
braska, and Miss Francis A. Willard, Presi- 
dent of the N. W. C. T. U., have been posi- 
tively engaged, and will be present. Gov. 
Crittenden has also been invited. The tem- 
perance tabernacle will be ded- 
icated on the night of the 25th, 
Gov. St. John delivering the address. A 


State auxiliary of the Women’s National 
Christian Temperance Union is to be or- 
ganized here April 28, by Miss Willard. This 
society numbers 3,000 local auxiliaries and 
twenty-six organized States.

Fields of Ice. 


NEW YORK, April 17.—The steamship Her- 
mod, from Havre, encountered immense 
fielas of ice, and at one time was surrounded 
by icebergs 500 or 600 feet high. The pro- 
pellor was injured, and a hole stove in the 
bow by the ice so that the forward compart- 


ment filled with water. The pumps were kept 
going continually and 150 tons of cargo were 
thrown overboard. The Hermod steamed 
1,100 miles in this dangerous condition. 


A Board of Engineers. 
WASHINGTON, April 17.—The Secretary of 
War appointed a board of engineers, consist- 
ing of Lieutenant-Colonel John'G. Parke, 
Lieutenant-Colonel C, B. Comstock, and Ma- 
jor Godtrey W. Eitzel, to consider and report 


as to whether the dock line in the harbor of 
Chicago will interfere with the harbor im- 
provements.

I am to signify to you the Queen’s confinands 
that the execution of the sentence of death 
passed upon said Lamson be further respited 
until Friday, the 28th of April instant. You 
will, at the same time that the'prisoner is in- 
formed of this extension of the present 
respite, take care to clearly explainto him no 
further respite will be granted and that no 
evidence which has hitherto been submitted 
the Secretary of State either from England or 
America affords any justification for advising 
any interference with the sentence of law.

THE FATHER OF THE SENATE. 


Duration of the Special Session of the 
Legislature Problematical. 


Crittenden’s Connection With the James 
Affair—Election of Legislative 
Officers—The Flooded 
Districts. 


Hon. T. J. O. Morrison, of New Madrid, Mo., 
the venerable president pro tem. of the Sen- 
ate and Chairman of the Senate Committee 
on Ways and Means, arrived in the city this 
morning, en route to the capital. He has 
served continuously as Senator from his 
district for nearly twenty-five years and his 
experience and long service have gained 
for him the soubriquet of ‘‘Father of the Sen- 
ate.’’ To-day a reporter of the PosT-DISPATCH 
attacked him for information, and was kindly 
accorded an interview. 

‘*‘How long will the Legislature be in ses- 
sion?’’ inquired the reporter. 

‘*Well,’’ said the Senator, ‘‘we will under- 
take to keep within the understood limit of 
twenty days, for which time the estimate of 
expenditures was made. We are liable—judeg- 
ing trom our Llinois neighbors—to remain 
there all summer.’’ 


‘*But is not the session limited by the Con- 
stitution to seventy days?’’ 

**No, sir. That inhibition applies only to the 
regular session. Whenthe Governor calls a 
special session an emergency is presumed to 
exist, and if the Constitution had undertaken 
tolimit a legislative meeting under special 
proclamation, the call and occasion might be 
nullified and defeated. It is evident, there- 
fore, that the members have the bulge oh the 
Oonstitution this time, and there is absolutely 
no limit to the length of the session nor the 
expenses to be incurred. Under such circum- 
stances it is impossible to conjecture how long 
it will last.’’ 

**Do all the legislative officers hold over”’ 

‘*No. sir. When the last Legislature ad- 
journed, it adjourned sine die, and all the 
appointive officers of that body died with that 
adjournment. They cannot come into special 
session and claim tneir places by any 
law or right, except one of courtesy. I see 
the Ililinois Législature on the day 
ot its meeting adopted a resolution declaring 
allthe officers elected at the regular session 
continued as officers of the special session, 
except where the officers failed to put in an 
et dat and in these latter instances new 

ections were necessarily had. Thatis the 
proper method. The Legislature could elect 
an entire new set of officers, from chief clerk 
to pages, but a certain amountof recognition 
is due the faithful officers of the regular ses- 
sion.’’ . 

‘*Will there be any vacancies in the list of 
officers?’’ 

‘‘T understand that Mr. B. P. Bailey, for 
several years doorkeeper of the Senate, has 
signified his intention not to be present. In 
that event, of course, a new election for door- 
keeper will be had.’’ 

‘‘Will the Jesse James affair get into the 
proceedings of the Legislature?’’ 

‘‘T cannot understand by what process or 
means it could be considered by that body 
when convened at the proclamation of the 
Governor. It is nonsense to discuss such a 
proposition.’’ 

‘*‘Whatisthe opinion of your people about 
that transaction?’’ 

‘‘There is a unanimous sentiment of satis- 
faction over the removal of James from active 
life, but opinion is somewhat diversified oth- 
erwise. Sofaraslam personally concerned, 
Ithink the killing of Jesse James was a cold- 
blooded assassination of the very worst char- 
acter, and cannot be apologized for by any 
known process of legal reasoning. 
Governor Crittenden’s connection with 
the affair is deeply regretted by me, for 
I have always been friendly to him, both be- 
fore and since his administration. When the 
murder was committed he acknowledged his 

articipation in it, and when he stopped at Co- 
soar he boasted of the affair by saying that 
he had itdone. The Governor in the minds of 
unprejudiced, old-fashioned people is pre- 
sumed to represent the dignity and civilization 
of a State, and when he not only confesses 
but boasts that he was cogniz.- 
ant of and encouraging a murder before 
its commission, the whole State! is lowered in 
the estimation of the world. These are the 
plain facts and no amount Of apology can alter 

he ow 
‘*Is the flood subsiding in your portion of the 
State?’’ 

‘*Oh, ves; the water outside the banks is 
rapidly disappearing, but the river itself is 
rising. The people there will bave a terrible 
time trying to make a living this summer, and 
only assistance from abroad can save a great 


deal of suffering.’’ 

‘‘Has notthe Government distribated ra- 
tions through the Southeast?’’ 

‘*Quite liberally, and a vast amount of/good 
willresult. Wehad some interesting _ inci- 
dents in connection with the Government work 
there. A widow lady, with three children, 
who lived near my farm, hada large amount 
of baconin hersmokehouse whicb the flood 
carried away. She gotsome men in boats to 


recover ‘the meat, but it was only 
a _— ihittile, and the lady was tak- 
en into town. When Capt. Ladd 


came down with Government rations our local] 
committee included this lady in their hst, but 
she declined to reeeive bacon from the Gov- 
ernment, declaring that she had saved enough 
from her own store to keep her. This was re- 
ported to Capt. Ladd, together with the fact 
that strong men who had recovered all their 
lost bacon were quietly receiving their propor- 
tion of rations, and the Captain ordered the 
committee to give the lady a double allow- 
ance.’ 

‘*Did you lose much from the fiood?’’ 

‘*My farm was buried in mud and water,and 
the water stood fifteen inches deep on the first 
floor of my house. We built a second floor, 
just above the water-mark, and managed to 
use the lower rooms in that way; but we slept 
upstairs. Ilost some stock, but my losses 
were nothing compared to those of my neigh- 
bors. I have not seen snch a flood since 
1857.’” 

‘*Will the Legislature be asked to assist the 
people of the flooded district?’’ 

‘‘j think not. The personal and iocal con- 
tributions have been generous, and I believe 
we shall get along.’’

CRITTENDEN has assumed all the re- 
sponsibility forthe killing of JESSE JAMEs, 
but he has never told the public yet what his 
promises were to the gallant FORD boys. Un- 
less they have a written contract of some sort 
they will be apt tosuffer disappointmcnt. 
Gov. CRITTENDEN never kept his promise yet 
with a politician and he will certainly not be 
overscrupulous when dealing with profes- 
sional murderers. 


CaPT. HOWGATE was assisted in his escape 
from the Washington jail by a few of his 
brother officers in the War Department. The 
C@tain had a great many warm personal 
friends. He spent his stolen money freely 

, with the boys and the hearts of the brethren 
were filled with sympathy from the begine 
ning of his troubles. This teaches the lesson 
that people who steal must divide liberally if 
they hope to bave aid in adversity. 


MR. CRAIG, Marshai of the city of St. 
Joseph, who was supposed to be cognizant of 
Gov.

that in his opinion the FoRD boys ought to be 
pardoned and then shot by the friends of the 
late bandit.

It seems to us that the State is 
not languishing for that sort of thing. 


THERE wasa meeting of the National Re- 
publican Executive Committee in Washing- 
ton City last Saturday to consider measures 
forthe further protection of the American 
Republic.

Where Nature asserts herself in a 
massive way she overawes the gentle creatures 
who are gifted with delicate imaginations. 

Almost any man 
can write a poem about an auger-hole, but 
who has ever been able to do justice to the 
Mammoth Cave? 


IN THE YEAR 2000. 

More than three thousand emigrants arrived 
in Castile Garden one day last week, and the 
statistics of immigration for 1882 are already 
forward enough to permit the prediction 
that never before in the history of the 
country, even in 1848, has the movement 
Americaward among European’ people 
been 80 strong and so unanimous. 
There have been years in the history of the 
country when more Irish or Germans have 
come to the United States, but the character 
of the new immigration is cosmopolitan. 
Swedes, Norwegians and Danes from the 
North, Slavs from Muscovy, fair-haired 
Teutons from the Rhine, Latins from South 
Europe, Ceits and Saxons from Britain, 
Czechs, Magyars, Turks, Armenians and 
Chinese are pouring into this Republic 
in a mingled torrent which is spreading over 
and inundating the whole land. Nothing 
can be more interesting than forecasts of the 
character of the people which wil] be here 
after this ebulition of nationality has sub- 
sided and the mass has become homogeneous. 
Will we combine the best features of the 
races—or the worst? Ethnology is a ecience 
which always looks backward. Mulattoes with- 
out any admixture of black or white blood 
return to the pure black after several genera- 
tions. High bred pigeons, tumblers, carriers 
and pouters, revert to their lowest form. 
Dogs, setters, Newfoundland, terriers,rapidly 
run out into common curs. Whether the 
tendency of humanity is to mongrelize remains 
to be seen. We have in this country an im- 
mense lake of African biood which sooner or 
later must be assimilated wholly into the 
white. There will be black, red, vellow and 
Will 
he be the sum of the excellencies of all the 
peoples, or the sum oftheir worthlessness, or 
will he bethe average between the bulbously 
intellectual New Englander and the negro field 
hand? Into this cauldron of the Republic we, 
like the witches in ““Macbeth,” go on adding 
the most diverse, the most incompatible 
ingredients. Now we stir in the hardy vigor 
of the Vikings, now we pour in the soft, 


sickly paupverism of Naples. To-day 
comes ashipload of sturdy Irish road-build- 
ers, to-morrow a cargo of thieves 


and cut-throats deported out of European 
prisons. As against a company of thrifty Ger- 
man peasants we bring in a yellow, tainted 
party of Chinese. Something must come of 
allthis. Thisisa sociological problem we 
are putting now, for our grandchildren and 
great-grandchildren to solve in their time. 
And yet it is to be remembered that our 
Anglo-Saxon race—with all its vigor and en- 
ergy—is but the result of an admixture. We 
of this country are an illustration to-day of 
the good effects which are produced by a 
commingling of races. It has long been a 
settied fact that exclusive aristocracy runs 
out unless the blood is reinforced from the 
“lower” ranks of life. The British peerage 
is a magnificent proof of this. May it not be 
possibile that here in this cosmopolitan land 
We are mixing the blood for the grandest race 
ever seen on the face of the earth? 
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THE recent closing .of the co-operative 
store at St. Paul is notan argument against 
co-operation. It does not prove that the co- 
operation method is faulty, but that it was 
not rightly applied. Ofcourse there wil] be 
an effort made to prove that this must be the 
common fate of all co-operative ex- 
periments. When the Rochdale pion- 
eers began in 1844, they had a capital 
paid up of £28. In less than thirty years one of 
the societies was doing a business of £1, 153,- 
132 a year. This is mot a failure. 
Too much must not be expected of 
a new system at the start. It must have 
time to evolve itself, to adapt itself. Unfore- 
seen difficulties must be met and destroyed. 
We are ignorant and weak and foolish, even 
the most learned and strongest and wisest of 
us, and it is unfair to demand that the whole 
probiem of labor and wages should be solved at 
one downright stroke. Any man with the love 
of humanity in his heart cannot but feel a 
pang when he looks at the condition of the 
poor. Thecspitalist urges, and the science 
of political economy teaches, that all things 
will right themselvesin the end. Laissez- 


faire is the watchword of the century. The 


process is not a hopeful one. Each American 
city is acquiring a tenement region, where 
humanity is stunted and warped and ruined 
with precision. The poor are growing poorer 
and the rich richer. Each generation of 
poverty means so much additional crime. 
Male and female paupers are muitiplying 
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with great rapidity, and political economy 
goes on piling up jails and alms-houses to 
keep pace with the demand, while it feeds 
the people with lies. If there is any road out 
of this wilderness, into which we are waudei- 
ing deeper every year, that road is co-opera- 
tion. It will not do to be hopeless about it, 
because we can see but dimly the end. The time 
will surely come when the nineteenth century 
will be recognized as part of the might 
of the dark ages. There are hundreds 
of thousands of years before the race 
wherewith to solve its problems. Co- 
operation attacks the men who. are 
levying tollonthe products of industry as 
they travel between the producer and the 
consumer. It has proved its value at the con- 
sumer’s end of tie chain, and the co-oper- 
ators have already broken ground among the 
producers. Rome was not built in a day, and 
co-operation may take as many years to per- 
fect as the complicated industries of civiliza- 
tion used in growing to their present stature. 
The system has its feet firmly planted on the 
lower round of the iadder, and no man casa 
say how high it may go.

Mr. D. R. Locke, editor of the Toledo Blade, 
and popularly known as ‘‘Petroleum V. Nasby,

the subject of ‘‘Ireland and the Irish 
People,’’ under the auspices of the local 
Land Leagues. Areporter of the Post-Dis- 
PATCH this morning called npon Mr. Locke 
and requested him to give some inciuents of 
his experiences abroad, having special refer- 
ence to the condition ofthe Irish. In reply 
Mr. Locke said: 

**I spent all of last summer in a tour of the 
continent, remaining longest in Ireland,where 
I had the company of Mr. Redpath.’’ 

‘*In what condition did you find that coun- 


try?’’ 

‘‘The south and west of Ireland have nothing 
whatever to make the people remain 
there, except a patriotic love of home. The 


condition of the peasantry is simply horrible, 
and the farming classes are on the border of 
starvation. Lhe city of Cork has decreased in 
population from 100,000 to 60,000, and trade is 
everywhere dull and stagnant.’’ 

‘*What is the particular cause?’’ 

‘*The farmers are tenants at will, subject to 
eviction on apy and every pretext, and every 
cent they earp Wy to meet the 
demands or desires of the iland- 
owners. Go into Galway and you will 
find no comfort whatever. It is simply a ques- 
tion of how little a family can live upon. ¢

ST. JosEPH, Mo., April 17.—An indictment 
for murder in the first degree 
was returned to-day against Charles 
and Robert Ford by the grand jury of 
Buchanan county.

A Minister Prostrated in His Pulpit—

CLEVELAND, April 17.—The electrical con- 
dition which produced extraordinary auroral 
display last night more or less seriously af- 
fected a great many persons here, particu- 
larly those troubled with nervous disorders.

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SUICIDE IN A SALOON. 


Chas. H. Allen’s Mysterious 
Deed Yesterday. 


He Shoots Himself While Talking to 
His Brother in a Saloon.

A Missing Letter Which Would 
Throw Light Upon the Suicide.

The Father’s Visit.and Grief—Scenes at 
the Inquest—The Probable 
Cause. 


Shortly after 10 o’clock yesterday a very 
stout built man, who haa been leaning against 
the counter at Bessehi’s branch saloon,,corner 
of Fifth and Locust streets, asked up tne by- 
standers totake a drink with him. Fouror 
five young men responded to the invitation. 

Just after the liquor had been disposed of the 
young man pulled a pistol, putit close tothe 
right side of his head, just behind the ear, 
and sent a bullet crashing into his; brain. As 
soon asthe excitement subsided it was learn- 
ed that the young man was Charies H. Allen 
and that he was well known at the saloon. 


He had been out ot work for the past six 
months, at which time he came here trom 
Sedalia, where his tather lives. Charlie had 
been somewhat reckless and dissapated and 
had been drinking for some time. His 
brothers, two of whom are employed by the 
firm of Eli Walker & Co., and one as 
& salesman at Dodd, Brown & Co., 
have been endeavoring to help him to get 
work. 

CHARLIE HAS SPENT MOST OF HIS TIME 
lately around the corner of Fiftn and Locust 
streets, the barkeeper who opened the saloon 
frequently meeting him at the door when he 
came down inthe morning. ‘his was the case 
yesterday.§ 

He came in with the barkeeper, Frank Na- 
gel, and asked for a.drink. Nagel said that 
he never gave Charlie anything but seltzer wa- 
ter, sometimes with alittie whisky iait, early 
in the morning. The young man remained 
around the saloon all morning, drinking fre- 
auently. 

Shortly before 10 o0’clock his brother, John 
G. Ajlen,a book-keeper at Eli Walker & Co.’s, 
walked into the saloon and began to converse. 
John got his boots blacked ana Charlie re- 
quested him to pav for his shine also, which he 
did. The brothers stooa at the counter 
atthe upper end, near tne door, conversing 
for sometime. Then Charles took from his 
pocket a letter which’ he burned over the 
cigar-lighter, holding is in his eargerness to 
destroy ieall until the blaze scorched the tips 
of hisdingers. 

‘*Why did you dothat?’’ asked his brother 
Jobn. ‘‘Whatisthat to you”’ was the an 
swer. John tried to get nis footon tne burning 
paper to save part of the-letter, but his brother 
interfered and told him to let the letter burn, 
which he did. 

A minute after Charlie took from his pocketa 
letver 

DIRECTED TO HIS FATHLURAT SEDALIA. 

It was unstamped, Out sealed and directed. 
‘*Mail this for me,’’ said he to John. ‘*Mail it 
yourself,’’ was the reply. ‘‘I’li give you a 
three-cent stamp whenever you want it.’’ 

The young man placed the letter with sev- 
eral others back in his pocket. His brother 
turned to look out on Fifth street, when he 
heard a pisto] shot, and on wheeling around 
saw his brother in the act -of falling to the 
fioor. In his right hand was still clutched the 
pistol with which he had taken his;life. 

Jobn Allen caught his brother tenderly and 
laid bim down on the floor. Before he hada 
time to do this Charles was dead. The weap- 
on had been held so close to his head that the 
hair was powder-burnt and part of the skull 
was driven into the wound. 

The body lay in the saloon for an hour, when 
it was taken to Smithers’ undertaking estab- 
lishment, where it was prepared tor burial. 
On the person of the dead man were found a 


number of letters from relations, 
some of them from his mother 
and sisters, giving him good advice. 


The causeofthe suicide isa mystery. It is 
very probable that the young man had become 
disgusted with his failure to secure employ 


ment. The letter he burnt was probaply from 
his father, who had written to 
bim upbraiding i for his 


him 
idieness and dissipated life. The other lette. 
which he asked bis brother to mall is thought 
to have been an answer to hisf father, teliing 
him, probably, thathe had resolved tobea 
trouble to him no more, and announcing his 
intention to commit snicide. 

This letter 
HAS MYSTERIOULSY DISAPPEARED. 

Jonn Allen is sure his brother put it back in his 
pocket before he shot himse:if. Deputy Coro- 
ner Praedicow is positive it was not among 
the effects as he found = them. Mr. 
Allen, Sr., the suicide’ s tather, 
whocame down from Sedatia this morning, 
has hun @1 everywhere tor the letter and is 


much distressed atits loses. The body was 
washed and arrayed at Smithers’ vesterday 
afternoon. Shortly after it had 
heen brought there, & coupe of 
wou.en of the town, handsome 


and well dressed, drove un» and asked to see 
the body. One of them threw herself at full 
length on the corpse and wailed over it, kiss- 
ing the lipsof the dead man and manifesting 
the wildest grief. The young women then 
withdrew, saying thatthey hud cailea yester- 
day because they did not wish to meet the 
reiatives to-day. 

MR. JOHN ALLEN, THE FATHER OF DECEASED, 
came over from Sedalia, this morning. He 
was formerly a resident uf St. Louis, and is 
now & prosperous merchant. He has four 
sons,residen'softhiscity, and three daughters, 
two of whom are married, and one of them a 
belle in Sedalia society. The old gentleman 
was utterly prostrated. He visited the Gor. 
oner and asked that the letter which Charlie 
wanted mailed to him should not be given to 
the press, 

‘‘IT have not seen the letter at all,’’ said the 
Coroner. 

The father demanded to see the effects, and 
they were handed to him, just as they were 
taken fromthe body. They were wrapped in 
a co‘ton handkerchief belonging to the sui 
cide, and which was stained with his blood. 
Inside were a silk handkerchief, H 
watch chain, a knife, a night key 
a half-used plug of tobacco, a ring and several 
letters, all written in a feminine hand. The 
father turned pale at the sight of 

THE BLOOD -SPRINKLED HANDKERCHIEF, 
but manif: sted no other emotion. He looked 
on the letters and said: ‘‘Itis not-here. Where 
is that letter? I must have it.’’ 

The Co oner explained that this was all the 
papers he had, and he father walked away 
disconsolately, atter muking a request that re- 
porters be excluded from the inquest and that 
no letters be shown to anybody but the jury. 
Coroner Frank then started for the under- 
taker’s to hold the inquest. 

THE BODY 
was found in the second story, dressed only in 
the underclothes and laid outona board. ‘fhe 
right band, which clenched the pistol, was 
still by the side, in the same position in which 
the man died. The corpse was that ofa wel). 
formed, stout-built young man, with light 
hair and a emall bionde’ mustache. 
Back of the right ear could be plainly seen the 
jagged buillet-hole, where the skull had been 
crusned in. A wad ot cotton had been placed 
in the right eur to step the blood, which was 
still oozing out. The witnesses were sworn 
over the body, the brother. John Alien, avert- 
ing his face when he took the oath. 
His eyes were blood shotand he trembled as 
he walked.

The inquest was held at Smithers’ undertak-

‘‘Will you tell me what conversation you 
had with him?’’ askedthe Coroner.

The Coroner went on to ask, saying that the 
conversation might throw some light on the 
cause of the suicide, but Mr. Allen again said 
toat he knew no cause except that his brother 
had been out of work. 

Coroner Frank remarked on the reluctance 
of witness to talk about the matter, but the 
latter said there was nothing to tell, and went 
on with the story. 

‘‘We took a drink, and then Charles took 
outaletter and burned it. He = it on 
the floor, and I was going to put my foot on it, 
but he saia, ‘Don"t—iet it burn.’ Then he took 
out a packet of letters, selected one, which he 
said was for his father, and asked me to post it. 
I said, ‘Charley, you can get a three cent 
stamp from me whenever you want it. 
A minute after I turned around to look out 
the door onto Fifth street. I heard a shot and 
saw my brother fajlon the floor with the pis 
tol in his hands. Iraised himup, Duthe was 
dead almost immediately. He never spoke at 
all.’’

and took his seat oppusite the witness. At one 
time he asked permission to question the wit- 
ness, and when the — was through the 

uestioning was allowed. 

’ ** pid Saastes say for whom the letter he 
asked you to post was intended?’’ asked the 
father of the son. 

‘*He saia it was for you, sir. He said it was 
for his fatner—fer his pa.’’ * 

‘*‘What became of that letter? 

‘*] don’t know. I did nottake it from 
him at all. The Coroner ought to 
have it here. He refused to give 
me the papers and letters yesterday, and & 
private letter appears published in a paper to- 
day. That is not right.’* The father cautioned 
his son to be quiet, but the latter said he had 
a right to talk and would do so about the mat- 
ter. 

FRANK NAGEL, 
the barkeeper, was nextexamiued. He gave 
the details of the suicide. He bad met Charlie 
Allen early yesterday morning, waiting for 
bim at the door of the saloon when he 
came down to open it. His brother 
John come in about 9 o’clock. He sawthe 
deceased burn up a letter, holding itover the 
cigar lighter, and not dropping it on the floor 
untilit was so burmed that he could not hold 


it any longer. The witness did 
not see him offer the letter 
to post. He walked down to the end of the 


bar ving deceasea and his prother stand- 
‘eaten ae ‘ sgher end near the street door. 
W hen he had reached the other end of the coun- 
ter he heard the report, and looking around 
saw Charlie fall. 

“Chariie Allen was well-known at the saloon, 
and he always carried a pistol, the bar- keeper 
said. He would not give bim any whisky to 
drink, nothing but seltzer, with perhaps a 
little whisky in it. 
In answer toa question from old Mr. Allen 
the barkeeper stated that the young man had 
no quarrel or angry words with anybody in 
the saloon yesterday morning. 

CHAS. BERGER, 

a young man who was inthe saloon, and who 
knew the deceased for about six months, tes- 
tifiedto the suicide, which he saw. When 
Charles Allen attempted to burn the letter over 
the gas-lighter Berger saia the dead man’s 
brother asked him why he was doing 80, and 
that he replied, “*‘What’s tne matter with 
you?’’ or ‘‘What’s that to you?’’ or something 


of that kind. 
SERGT. PURCELL 

was called in to indentify the pistol, which lay 
on the table all the time and upon which the 
father kept his eyes fixed sadly during most of 
the time. 

Officer Tierney and others were also 
examined. During the progressof the testi- 
mony the father talked continually and 
made inquiries of all the witnesses concerning 
the letter which had been lost. None of the 
witnesses saw it except the brother. 

When the testimony had concluded, the 
Coroner turned to the father and said: 

‘*-It is very strange about that letter?’’ 

‘*Yes,’’ answered Mr. Alien; ‘‘and ‘it is also 
very strange that anybody should have 
had access to my dead son’s private papers 
and that a letter of his from his sister should 
have been in the Hae gern this m ° 

After some further tatk the old man shook 
his head sadly and said: ‘‘1d0 wonder what 
could have become of that letter. It may have 
been a last request from my dead son,and now 
I have no way of ascertaining what he wished 
to say. Itis too bad—too bad.’’ 

THE UNDERTAKER CAME IN AT THIS MOMENT 
and banded the father a sealed envelope. The 
Coroner looked up and said: 

‘*‘Did you find anything upon the person of 
the deceased?’’ 
‘Not’? 


‘*‘No letter of any kind?’’ 

‘‘No, sir, only the jewelry in the shirt.’’ 

‘‘Whatis that you have just given to Mr. 
Allen?’’ 

‘‘That isa lock of hair we took from the 
corpse just now. Mr. Allen asked for it.’’ 

The father looked at the mournful packet a 
minute and then put it away. The pistoi still 
lay on,the table. 

‘*‘poyon want this weapon,Mr. Allen?’’ said 
the Coroner.’’ 

‘-No. What use have I fori? Is it loaded?’’ 

‘*yes. All but the one chamber which was 
discharged.’”’ 

‘*‘Well, lsuppose some ofmy sons will call 
ror it.’’ 

‘All right,’ said Coroner Frank; ‘‘I’ll take 
it to my «ffice and youcan send for it when 
you wish.’’ 

The funeral] services took place this after- 
noon at Mr. Smithers’ establishment. The 
body was tben interred in the lot belonging to 
the dead /|man’s brother at Bellefontaine 
Cemetery. 

THE WOMAN IN THE CASE. 

Miss Annie Martin, the landlady of the 
house, No.{604 Elm.came into the undertaker’s 
where the dead bedy of Charlies Allen was 
and threw herself upon 
in a wila storm of tears. 
She is a fine-looking blonde, rather young and 
pretty. Itis whispered by those who know 
that she was Allen’s friend for a great many 
years, gnd that her first plunge into fast life 
was made on his account. A baby was 
born to the pair which died sometime since. 
Miss Martin was atthe funeral to-day, where 
she was treated with marked courtesy by the 
faminily of the deceased.
